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OTHER’S DAY IS not a 
VV sufficient period of respect 

for our mothers. This day 
that is set aside for their adoration 
is a tender and kindly custom, but 
unless it is backed up by all the 
other days of the year it is both 
vanity and mockery. 

A godly home is one of the great- 
est bulwarks against the incursions 
of evil known to man. By “godly 
home” I mean that home in which 
the Word of God is reverenced, the 
bond of connubial love is apparent, 
and the honor of children for their 
parents is constant. Almost all ju- 
venial delinquency begins with a 
breakdown in the home. Because 
children lose respect for their par- 
ents, they soon lose respect for the 
law, for the Church, for all author- 
ity, and for the rights of others. 
Whether they lose respect for their 
parents because of laxity on the 
part of the parents or because of 
their own flagrant discard of love 
and honor does not matter, the re- 
sult is the same. I know it is sweet 
for the children to bring Mother a 
bouquet on Mother’s Day, or a box 
of candy, or a dress, or a hat; to 
take her for a ride through the 
country, to send sentiments, and to 
make much ado over her on Moth- 
er’s Day. But where is this fond- 
ness and respect the day after, or a 
week or month later? It is possible 
to observe the custom of Mother’s 
Day for custom’s sake alone, and 
that is wrong. The custom should 
really be an annual expression of a 
daily love. 

From the very beginning of es- 
tablished religion the importance 
of respect and honor toward par- 
ents has been emphasized. The 
fifth commandment given to Mo- 











Honor ‘Thy 
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ses on Mt. Sinai was to “honor thy 
father and thy mother.” It is the 
violation of this commandment 
that provides impetus to the spread- 
ing and_ravaging flames of juvenile 
lawlessness. 

To honor one’s parents is more 
than to obey them, and more than 
to respect them one day in the 
year. To honor them you must re- 
spect them and care for them. A 
child cannot honor his parents and 
scorn or despise their counsel and 
admonition. That is where the 
breakdown in the home comes in. 
A child may obey the specific or- 
ders of his parent and yet resent 
or disdain moral counsel and in- 
struction. If such is your attitude 
toward your mother (or father) 
you cannot then claim to love and 
respect her in spirit. Love goes 
deeper than physical obedience, 
deeper than an outward display of 
affection. The commandment is not 
to do these things, but “to honor 
thy father and thy mother.” Honor 
is a matter of the heart, and is a 
foundation for the soul. No’- child 
can ever be really bad who’ ‘has 
real honor for godly parents: There 
is no juvenile delinquency in homes 
where the parents are worthy of 
honor and where the children pos- 
sess such honor. I believe it can 
be said that in every single case of 
lawlessness there was first either 
an unfitness to be honored on the 
part of the parents or an absence 
of honor for the parents on the 
part of the child. 

When Moses wrote “honor thy 
father and thy mother,” he was 
not writing to a nation of infants 
or adolescents, but to a nation of 
people of all ages. The command- 
ment was equally binding upen all 








whose parents were living. How 
long should one honor one’s father 
and mother? Forever. Neither time 
nor age limit is given. It is as com- 
pulsory for the full grown man to 
honor his parents as it is for the 
adolescent. 


There is a humorous and impos- 
sible story told of a traveller who 
spied an old white-haired man, 
with long whiskers, sobbing on his 
doorstep as if his heart would 
break. The traveller asked him, 
“Why are you crying, old man?” 
and the old man looked up at him 
through tear-filled eyes and said, 
“My Paw just whupped me.” 
Amazed, the traveller said, “Your 
father whipped you? Why?” The 
old man looked up again and re- 
plied matter-of-factly, “For sassing 
my Grandpa.” No juvenile delin- 
quent, he! 


This brings up the question of 
how much parental authority 
should be used to compel the obe- 
dience and respect of children. 
There are some things that can be 
compelled and some which cannot. 
By physical force a parent can 
compel the obedience of his chil- 
dren, but not their honor. However, 
cannot a child more easily honor 
the parent who demands obedience 
and respect? How can a child learn 
to honor completely the parent 
who honors, the home too little to 
expect and demand the obedience 
and cooperation of all? Some par- 
ents, in futile efforts. of appease- 
ments, do not demand obedience 
and respect, and thereby lose the 
child’s honor and love—for the 
child then loses -all sense of values 
—and the door is thrown wide open

MOTHER’S MISSION 


Mother’s mission is to bear. This 
bearing begins with the first weight 
of the unborn child, but how small 
is this compared to the constant 
bearing which is her lot in the suc- 
ceeding years! Of all who take up 
the cross and follow Him, perhaps

few others find duties so demand- 
ing or so constantly present. 

Mother’s mission is to share. Here 
again the very state of motherhood 
begets by its nature an unselfish- 
ness which is destined to continue 
throughout her life. Mothers begin 
by sharing their time. Of all pre- 
cious commodities, perhaps those 
quiet hours of relaxation and 
meditation are the hardest to give 
up. Yet Mother does so, with hardly 
a thought and seldom a sigh. “She 
riseth also while it is yet night, and 
giveth meat to her household ... 
She looketh well to the ways of her 
household, and eateth not the bread 
of idleness.” 

Often this sharing reaches into 
the realm of the material. Those 
things which once seemed to be 
necessities suddenly become luxu- 
ries as she considers the many 
needs of her offspring. Too often, 
as the family increases, Mother’s 
allowance for even the smallest 
“extras” are rechanneled into little 
shoes and morning cereal. 

The great cost of accomplishing 
the mission on which she has em- 
barked is often revealed by Moth- 


er’s mirror. Those things which we 
seldom mention to her she knows 
already and silently accepts. The 
lines of pain and the shadows of 
fatigue all speak for themselves the 
investment which Mother has made 
in her children. In a way which 
is peculiar to her calling, she gives 
constantly of herself: the milk 
which nourishes the young is part 
of her strength and vigor; the long 
vigilant hours over the restless body 
of a feverish child are reflected in 
Mother’s mirror as a silent testi- 
mony of her devotion to the cause 
for which she labors. 

Mother’s method also reveals her 
mission. Her method is based upon 
the principal of self-sacrifice, 
prompted by the highest motiva- 
tion, sincere love. It is miraculous 
in its accomplishments. If her 


method sometimes seems a bit. 


stringent, it is not without purpose. 
As an antiseptic poured into a 
festering wound, so the firm dis- 
cipline of a loving mother brings 
healing and blessing to a child in 
need. 

Mother’s method breathes kind-

To most boys, home and mother 
are almost synonymous terms. 
When a boy thinks of home, he 
often thinks of how well Mother 
can iron his shirts or make potato 
pies or how well she can tell Bible 
stories. Thank the Lord for mothers 
who are keenly conscious of the 
unexcelled value of the Bible in a 
boy’s life. Though my mother lived 
until I was grown and married, one 
of the very first things that comes 
to my mind in remembering her is 
her reading chapters of the Bible 
nightly to us children and my fa- 
ther as we lounged about the fire- 
place. Since I did not have the op- 
portunity to attend Sunday School 
or youth services until I was nine- 
teen years old, I would have known 
virtually nothing about God’s Word 
in my childhood had it not been for 
my Bible-loving mother. 


Mother, may I remind you here 
of the vast responsibility that is 
yours! You have children in your 
home. They are God-given, but 
chances are they will never see 
God’s face in peace unless you 
teach them of Him. See the weighty 
responsibility? They are souls in 
your hands. Are you doing any- 
thing in your home to “bring up 
the child in the way he should go”? 
Do not leave that vital teaching to 
the Sunday School alone, for your 
children spend only about thirty 
minutes each Sunday in actual Bi- 
ble study. Do not leave that all 
important training to the youth 
service alone. Though the youth 


service is very helpful, it alone will 
not suffice for your child’s spiritual 
training. You see, God’s plan is that 
the church, the youth, and the 
home work hand in hand, making 
a complete circle. And you are the 
hub of that circle! 

Would it not be fitting, Mother, 
in this Mother’s Day season, for you 
to humbly bow before the Al- 
mighty and rededicate your role as 
a mother to Him? Ask for His 
guidance in your mammoth task 
of building lives. After this dedi- 
catory prayer, why not vow to 
spend at least a few minutes in Bi- 
ble study with your children every 
day, if possible. A good Bible story 
book, such as Hurlbut’s, is helpful. 

One unknown writer, in speak- 
ing of his saintly mother, wrote: 
“Mother, because of thee: 

I know the meaning of the song 
of the birds. 

I know the splendors of unmeas- 
ured sacrifice. 

I know the rich glories of patient 
faith. 

I know the uncalculated sublimi- 
ties of stainless love. 

Yes, because of thee, I know God.” 

I cannot think of any person 
more godly and devout than a god- 
ly mother. The influence that a 
Christ-loving mother has over her 
children is astounding. Did you ever 
note how many of our great men

prophet asks. Mothers must answer 
this question. For into the mother’s 
keeping is committed the destiny 
of the generations to come. The 
human race can only rise as high 
as the women who bear the child- 
ren. It is easy to become a mother, 
but difficult to be one. Mothers must 
realize that every baby God sends 
into the home is a challenge. Well- 
trained children do not come by 
chance. The child comes with an 
abundance of life, an unfolding and 
inquisitive mind, but the character 
and personality that emerge from 
within the child will be the product 
of a mother. ee: 
There are certain basic habits 
and Christian principles proven by 
years of trial. “Train up a child 
in the way he should go: and when 
he is old, he will mot depart from 
it” is still a valid principle. Every 
thinking mother will try to estab- 
lish in her children these habits 
and principles, believing that their 
establishment will'promote the sat- 
isfaction and betterment of the 
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individual as an adult in this life 
and’ will prepare him for eternal 
existence. 

The pérsonality of a child is as a 
mirror reflecting its surroundings. 
Children learn far more from the 
behavior of a mother than they 
inherit. from parental blood. The 
first years of a baby’s life are 
important in shaping his inner 
convictions. as to what kind of 
world he has found himself. As 
he grows, he needs love and under- 
standing. Mother is her child’s first 
love after himself.. He learns to 
associate her with pleasure and 
satisfaction. She brings food and 
warmth and cuddling when he is 
hungry. A true mother subordinates 
her own desires to the needs of 
her child. Yet there are some 
mothers who disregard the real 
needs of the child. Their “love” 
causes them to trundle him about 
at unsuitable hours, to hug and kiss 
him beyond all reason. “Love” will 
not let-them bear hearing him cry. 
They cater to all his whims, often 


to the extent of making him despot 
of the family. 

The natural affection of a mother 
is a lovely thing. Children need 
their mother’s affection and her 
tenderness. They bask in her ap- 
proval and flourish on her joy in 
them. Unloved children are under- 
nourished spiritually and _ lack 
something vital, something essen- 
tial, and it is pitiful to see that 
lack. Children who imagine they 
are unloved will also feel an in- 
security; if they sense this deeply 
enough, they will react to it dras- 
tically. The mother may know, but 
the child must also know that the 
love between them is fundamental 
and sure. This is the most impor- 
tant thing of all. It provides a 
basis from which the child can 
draw the strength he needs for the 
sometimes painful business of 
growing up. Yet there must be a 
balance of this mother’s love. In 
bringing up children, a mother 
must remember that while it is

WAS NO mother, not even an 

expectant mother, but my de- 

sire was some day to become 
one—a special kind of mother—a 
godly mother! 


My lips formed the words of my 
prayer which came from the depths 
of my heart: “Oh, God, if you 
won’t give me children who will 
bless the world, serve you, and de- 
fend your cause, let me go to my 
grave a barren woman. Don’t give 
me a child of hell.” Satan had 
been listening, so he said, “You are 
a very, very presumptuous woman 
to talk to God like that.” I an- 
swered, “If every second of the day, 
women all over the world are con- 
ceiving or giving birth with no 
thought of the worth and destiny 
of the eternal soul given into their 
care, I have every right to ask God 
to give me children who will serve 
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Mother 


Him because I care so very, very 
much.” 


When my first child, a son, was 
given to me, he lay in the crook of 
my arm and I felt a fierce love 
possess me for this precious gift. I 
whispered to him, “Oh, sweet. little 
boy, if only you had known. what 
a hard, cold, and often cruel place 
this world is, you would have stayed 
in that dark warm place under my 
heart.” As answer he snuggled 
against me seeking warm, life- 
giving milk. It was then that the 
great task before me seemed over- 
whelming, for I realized that not 
only must I nourish him physically 
but, even of greater importance, 
spiritually. 


The lovely name of Jesus was one 
of the first words he spoke. To- 
gether we explored God’s Word. To- 
gether we explored God’s world. 
The bedtime hour was a time to sing 
gospel choruses. On our long 
walks, we marveled over a snail’s 
strange ways or a rose as it opened. 
We have shared a. basket of cher- 
ries while sitting side by side on a 


green hillside. We have listened to 
many bird concerts. Our lives have 
been full. 

This seems so wonderful and so 
ideal, doesn’t it? But I must tell 
you that into this lovely and true 
picture are woven some. dark 
threads. There was the time when 
I found out that my child told fibs, 
at the same time looking like a 
cherub. There was the time when 
his rock hit another child in the 
head and I had always been quite 
sure that my child never threw 
rocks. There was the time when I 
found strange toys in his box and 
wanted so much to believe him 
when he said he got them in a 
trade, There was the time when he 
used part of his Sunday School 
money for candy and I was hoping 
his father had given him some 
extra money. Then there was the 
time that the long cut in his over- 
coat looked like a scissor cut in- 
stead of having been slammed in 
a door. (It was a scissor cut.) An- 
other rude awakening came when 
I saw him pinching another child 
in church. This was my dear child 
who usually could re-preach his fa- 
ther’s sermons at home. 

At some of these times I have 
wept before the Lord and not felt 
up to my task. When I have had 
to administer a very hard punish- 
ment, I have been tormented with 
thoughts of causing my child to 
hate me or developing all sorts of 
strange complexes. 

There is only one desire in my 
heart and that is to instill a knowl- 
edge of God in my children’s 
hearts. It is the only heritage I 
can leave them. I expect wisdom 
from God. I never expect to say as 
many modern mothers, “I just can- 
not handle him anymore. I do not 
know what I am going to do.” I 
fully expect help from God. When 
I ask Him not to let love blind me, 
I mean it. 

If at times I feel I have failed, 
I know better when my child 
comes to me and closes me in his 
arms and says, “Mommy, you are 
the prettiest, the dearest, and best 


‘mommy in this whole town. I 


would never want any other mom- 
my than you.” As the light from 
the lamp falls upon his earnest lit- 
tle face, for a second only I am 
blinded and speechless for love. 





OCIOLOGISTS SAY that 
you are the product of your 
environment. Your environ- 

ment is your surroundings—the 
people, the situations, the problems, 
the experiences and even the build- 
ings—all help to influence and 
mold you into what you really are. 

The people who have the greatest 
influence upon your life are those 
who are closely associated with you. 
This being true, the one person 
who has great influence and who 
controls the early life of an indi- 
vidual is the MOTHER in every 
home. It is she who molds and 
forms the opinions, attitudes, and 
values in her children by the life 
she lives before them. If her life 
is one that has been given to Christ 
and one that seeks daily the lead- 
ing of the Holy Spirit, then her 
children will rise up and call her 
“blessed,” and she will impart bless- 
ings that will last forever. 

A Christian mother is one who 
knows Christ. She knows His love 
and imparts it to others. There- 
fore, one of the blessings she gives, 
and one which I value very highly, 
is love. For where there is love, 
there is kindness and understand- 
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ing; there is sharing and forgiving; 
there is the feeling of warmth and 
security. In a home where there is 
love, one feels free and relaxed 
and finds it easy to express one’s 
self, for there is always the feeling 
of acceptance and the feeling of 
belonging. 

Out of a mother’s love comes the 
development of self-confidence in 
her children. She teaches them that 
they are made by the Creator, and 
it is He whom they must depend 
upon for He made them, and He 
cares for them. They can not do 
things within themselves, but they 
must trust in a higher power, and 
through trusting and believing they 
will never have a task or situation 
too great for them to handle. One 
Scripture that comes to my mind 
just now is one which my mother, 
taught me and one which I have 
often relied upon. That is Phi- 
lippians 4:13, “I can do all things 
through Christ which strengthen- 
eth me.” Accepting this approach 
as one’s philosophy of life develops 
a faith in one’s self that will face 
each day with assurance.

mother’s home, and that is the 
emphasis she places upon daily 
devotions and a daily commitment 
to God.

for juvenile lawlessness. Few chil- 
dren are able to honor a weak and 
timid parent who will not correct 
them. The loss of respect to par- 
ents brings other losses of respect 
until eventually the child is un- 
governed and incorrigible. 

Mother’s Day is a beautiful sym- 
bol—one that should never be ig- 
nored, but there should be an 
abiding parent’s day in the hearts 
of all of us. Parents should demand 
it and deserve it; children possess 
it and demonstrate it, This will 
then be in harmony with the com- 
mandmient, “Honor thy father and 
thy mother.”

of the past had mothers who 
revered God? Lincoln, Lord Byron, 
D. L. Moody, and Abbott readily ac- 
knowledged the lasting effect of 
their godly mothers’ influence up- 
on their lives. Can a mother aspire 
to anything higher than for her 
children to step forward, as did 
these great men, “and call her 
blessed’”’? 

Even the government of the 
United States acknowledges the 
virtues of pure motherhood. This 
was done by an act of Congress in 
1914. In that same year when 
President Woodrow Wilson was 
proclaiming the second Sunday of 
May as the official Mother’s Day, 
he stated: “The services rendered 
the United States by the American 
mother is the greatest source of the 
country; we honor ourselves and 
the mothers of America when we 
do anything to give emphasis to 
the home as the fountainhead of 
the state.” 


Since mother and home are so 
closely related, it is interesting to 
note that a London magazine one 
time asked it subscribers to define 
a home. From nearly 1,000 replies, 
six were selected as the best defini- 
tions of a home: 


Home—A world of strife shut out, 
a world of love shut in. 
Home—A place where the small 


are great, and the great 
are small. 

Home—The father’s kingdom, the 
mother’s world, and the 
child’s paradise. 

Home—tThe place where we grum- 
ble the most and are treat- 
ed the best. 

Home—tThe center of our affection, 
around which our hearts’ 
best wishes twine. 

Home—tThe place where our stom- 
ach gets three square meals 
a day and our hearts a 
thousand. 


Frank Strickland tells of a simple 
and beautiful incident in the life 
of Henry Grady, one of the South’s 
greatest men. Mr. Grady had be- 
come nationally known and es- 
teemed for his intellect and mag- 
nanimity. In the midst of his fame 
he made the discovery that, as he 
himself put it, “something had gone 
out” of his life. He had gained 
fame, honor, and distinction, but 
he had lost something, and he 
missed it. The loss created a vac- 
uum, an emptiness that hurt. 

Abandoning business cares and 
responsibilities for a time, he re- 
turned to the little cabin home and 
to his old mother. One night after 
supper he rather surprised his 
mother by saying, after a long si- 
lence, “Mother, I want you to sing 
the good old songs you used to sing 
to me when you rocked me to 
sleep.” The dear old lady complied, 
crooning softly those immortal 
southern melodies and the good old 
hymns that good old mothers sing 
in the good old way. 

After she had sung thus sweetly 
and softly for a time, Henry Grady 
said, “Now, Mother, before we re- 
tire I want to kneel with my head 
on your lap and say my prayers, 
like I used to do right here in this 
room.” At his mother’s knee, with 
her thin, withered hand on his 
head, this statesman, this man of 
affairs, repeated as he used to do 
when he was a small boy, “Now I 
lay me down to sleep.” When he 
had finished the four simple lines, 
he arose and said to his mother: 
“Out in the busy world of busy 
people, with cares and responsibili- 
ties and big issues, I discovered that 
I had lost something; something 
had gone out of my life. I felt sure 


that here at home with you I could 
find it, and I have found it. I was 
on the verge of being blindfolded 
a little by the pomp and ceremony 
of temporary things. I have found 
what I was about to lose, and I am 
happy once more.” Thus, a mother’s 
godly influence upon her little boy 
stayed with that boy when he be- 
came a national figure, a man of 
political power. 

Mother, may God help you to 
have a godly influence upon your 
boy so that he will live FOR Christ 
here and finally live WITH Christ 
throughout aeons to come.

essential to be loving and tender, 
it is no less essential to be wise 
and firm. She must not only train 
sons and daughters in the softer 
and milder virtues, but must also 
seek to give them those stern and 
hardy qualities which in later life 
they will surely need. 


Many mothers allow daughters to 
grow up idle under the mistaken 
notion that they themselves had 
to work hard and the children shall 
only know enjoyment. These 
mothers are only preparing their 
children to be useless to others and 
a burden to themselves. Children 
should be taught that work, for 
themselves and also for others, is 
not a curse but a blessing. They 
should be taught to enjoy life, but 
also to face life with a steadfast 
courage. Children must be taught 
consideration for others. Mothers, 
question yourselves. If you do 
everything for them, slave for 
them, give up everything for 
them, you may be selfish in your 
love! 


The goal of the Mothers’ and 
Children’s Educational Foundation 
is “that not even one child may 
go out among us destructive, hos- 
tile, bitter, and weak.” If the pre- 
cious years mother has with her 
family are wisely spent, she will not 
send forth such a child. For behind 
every wayward or confused youth 
is usually the wrong kind of home. 
Mothers hold the atmosphere of 
the home in the hollow of their 
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hands. They can make family 
gatherings delightful occasions to 
be long and happily remembered 
by the children. The ingredients of 
a true and permament happiness 
for children are the joys of a large 
family, the talent to cooperate and 
work well with others, the strength 
and courage to meet the difficulties 
of life joyously, a delight in simple 
pleasures, and a true sense of 
values. These are the enduring 
things of life that mothers can 
bequeath to her children. 

Why is it that one child goes 
wrong and another, next door per- 
haps, stays on the straight and 
narrow path? Why do mothers fail 
to teach their children the right 
way of living? Why is it that she 
cannot say about her children, “It 
is well”? 

Part of the answer lies within 
herself, she was never taught. It 
also lies in the mother’s inability 
to summon sufficient firmness to 





insist on wholesome discipline and 
obedience. She cannot bear to make 
the children unhappy by enforcing 
commands. She is afraid of break- 
ing their spirits, of causing a men- 
tal block. She fears they will cease 
loving her. In reality, she is saying 
that training children is a tedious, 
unpleasant, and emotionally fa- 
tiguing job, and that her nerves 
are unequal to the task. She is 
willing to purchase a temporary 
peace for herself at the expense of 
her children’s personalities and 
characters. 

Yes, it is well with the child so 
long as there is a Christian mother 
in the home who meets this chal- 
lenge of motherhood with courage, 
faith, and prayer, bringing up 
children in the love and fear of 
the Lord. Watching the children 
grow and seeing them develop into 
fine men and women will give such 
mothers, despite the hard work, 
their greatest satisfaction in life.

Advisory Council of American 
Bible Society Meets 


The first four million dollar an- 
nual budget for the American Bi- 
ble Society was recommended on 
Wednesday, November 18, at the 
conclusion of the two-day meeting 
of its advisory council at Christ 
Church Methodist, 520 Park Ave- 
nue, New York City. The council 
is composed of representatives of 55 
denominations, including every 
ge denomination in the coun- 
ry. 

The largest operating budget in 


the Society’s 143-year history was 
recommended to meet the in- 
creased needs for Scripture distri- 
bution all over the world. Speakers 
pointed out that the total number 
of volumes of Scriptures distributed 
last year was less than the year’s 
increase in population. 

“The Ad ry Council is fully 
aware of the sobering fact that the 
present rate of distribution does not 
even begin to meet the pansies 
growth of the world, not to mention 
the needs of the new literates,” the 
council reported. “We also realize 
that some national forces increas- 
ingly tend to restrict not only the 


importation of Scriptures to many 
countries but also missionary pro- 
grams of the denominations.” 
Among other recommendations 
made by the council were the de- 
velopment of publication facilities 
in countries where Scripture im- 
portation is likely to be.curtailed: 
printing of Scriptures with large 
type, brightly colored covers and 
interesting pictures, and distribu- 
tion to “disenfranchised groups in 


_the United States, such as mi- 


grants, prisoners, and delinquents.” 

Noting that the Society will ob- 
serve its 150th anniversary in 1966, 
the. council recommended that all 
denominations designate that year 
“as a time for special emphasis on 
Bible reading and sharing.” 


Evangelist Maps Second 
Washington Crusade 


WASHINGTON, D.C. (EP)— 
Evangelist Billy Graham addressed 
500 Protestant clergymen and lay- 
men at a “briefing” session for his 
second Washington, D.C. Crusade. 

The one-week meeting will be 
held in Griffith Stadium, June 19- 
26. Graham conducted a two-week 
—_—s campaign in January, 

At this “briefing” talk, the evan- 
gelist deplored the “changed atti- 
tude” on some campuses where, he 
said, a spiritual revival was evident 
in recent years. He called for a 
“new sense of dedication among 
church people” to offset what he 
termed the “moral vacuum” in 
many areas of the nation’s life. 
The evangelist also emphasized in 
his talk that approaches to racial 
and other social issues must be pre- 
—_ by personal spiritual conver- 
sion.

In each 12-mont 
period, the world is augmented by 
the addition of a group as large as 
the nation of France. 

Estimate: the population of the 
earth will jump from its present 
2.9 billion people to around 4 bil- 
lion by 1980, and will burgeon to 
6 million-plus by the time we ring 
out the old century and ring in the 
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new. Out of this “population ex- 
plosion” grow many things of in- 
terest to church leaders—not the 
least of these the present sharp de- 
bate over birth control around the 
world—and in the minds of most, 
more important is the need for 
more expanded missionary enter- 
prise to keep pace with the world’s 
rocketing increase. (EP) 


Free Church Jubilee 
Records Gains 


The Evangelical Free Church of 
America, winding up its 75th an- 
niversary year, completed 10 of its 
11 diamond jubilee goals and saw 
its stewardship phase succeed by 
more than 700 per cent. 

Dr. Arnold T. Olson, president of 
the denomination which has its 
headquarters in Minneapolis, an- 
nounced also that the extension 
(stewardship) phase of the jubilee 
has proved so successful that it 
will spill over into 1960. 

The original financial goal of 
$300,000 has long since been lost 
in the dust as the total now stands 
at $2,255,003. The original goal also 
was extended by a subsequent na- 
tional conference to $2,500,000, and 
this goal is within a quarter mil- 
lion of realization. 

The goals and their accomplish- 
ments are as follows: 

New churches: goal, 75; actual, 
144 . . . New missionaries: goal, 75; 
actual, 90 .. . Additional students 
at Trinity Seminary and Bible: 
goal, 75; actual, 123... New mem- 
bers: goal, 7,500; actual, 12,797 ... 
New pupils in Sunday School: goal, 
7,500; actual, 16,856 ... New mis- 
sion fields: goal, one; actual, two 

.. New home missions district: 


goal, one; actual, one ... New 
province in Canada: goal, one; ac- 
tual, two ... History book: goal, 


to be published; actual, 
. . . New subscribers to The Evan- 
gelical Beacon: goal, 7,500; actual, 
5,500 . . . Jubilee Fund: goal, origi- 
nal, $300,000; actual, $2,255,033. 

On the stewardship phase, 50 
per cent of everything contributed 
remains with the local congrega- 
tion for its own capital investment 
programs. The other 50 per cent 
goes to the overseas and North 
American efforts of the fellowship. 


Churchman Optomistic 
for Cuba 


NEW YORK (EP)—Dr. Arthur L. 
Miller, presiding officer of the 
United Presbyterian Church of the 
U.S., reports an optimistic picture 
of Cuba under Fidel Castro. Fol- 
lowing a 10-day visit to Cuba in 
December, Miller said he feels that 
Castro is making a genuine effort 
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to democratize the country, that 
there is strong popular su rt for 
Castro and freedom for Cubans to 
criticize any part of his govern- 
ment, and that the Communists 
are in the minority. Miller added 
that the Red newspaper has the 
lowest circulation of any in Ha- 
vana. 

“The friendly, relaxed atmos- 
phere of Cuba,” said Dr. Miller, be- 
lies reports of tension and indi- 
cates that incidents headlined in 
the United States have not dis- 
turbed the people or their warm 
friendship for Americans.” 


Cuba Protestantism Seen 
Strong 


WASHINGTON, D. C. (EP) 
—‘Americans should not dismiss 
Fidel Castro of Cuba as a dictator 
or a faker but should pay heed to 
= of the things he is trying to 

0.” 

This was the observation of 
Methodist Bishop John Wesley Lord 
of Boston when he addressed the 
annual meeting of the Methodist 
Board of Temperance here. He said 
that regardless of criticism leveled 
against the Cuban Premier, Prot- 
estantism is flourishing on the 
island under his regime. 

“Protestants freely attend church 
services for the first time in many 
en Bishop Lord said. “They 

ave been placed in positions on 
governmental boards and charged 
with governmental responsibilities.” 

Bishop Lord said that an evan- 
gelistic campaign is currently un- 
derway under the auspices of the 
Protestant churches in Cuba with- 
out interference from Premier 
Castro. He pointed out that Castro 
has accused the United States of 
long ignoring the social and eco- 
nomic problems of Cuba and show- 
ing little interest in the welfare of 
its people. Bishop Lord lamented 
the transfer of infamous social 
practices from the mainland of 
America to the island republic. This 
remark obviously referred to the 
gambling casinos that operated 
under American auspices in Ha- 
— prior to the Castro revolu- 

on. 


Presbyterian Minister Ousted 
on Heresy Charge 


HAVERSTRAW, N. Y. (EP)—Rev. 
Harold J. Quigley, pastor of Cen- 
tral Presbyterian Church here, was 
defrocked and banished from the 
membership of the United Presby- 
terian Church in the U.S.A. for vol- 
untarily appearing before the local 
presbytery to report that he had 
theological differences with the 
church. 

Mr. Quigley denied the deity of 





Jesus and the divine authorship 
of the Bible, but stated that he 
adhered to the “elements of Chris- 
tianity in the humanistic stream.” 

The Hudson Presbytery deprived 
Quigley of his status as a minister 
and member of the denomination 
by a 46 to 7 vote, declaring that 
he was “offending against the dog- 
ma and discipline of the church.” 

“The church is more than an 
ecclesiastical organization,’ Quig- 
ley stated to the presbytery. He 
said he felt it should be a “re- 
ligious community concerned with 
the present world, rather than with 
the other world. Private religion 
goes under the banner of Chris- 
tianity advising, ‘Love Christ, hate 
the world, loathe man, despise one’s 
self, and disdain one’s culture.’ Be- 
hind this proclamation is the 
charge that man is depraved, un- 
der duress of inherited sin, and a 
Christ killer.” 

Mr. Quigley maintained that as 
long as private religion is tolerated 
within the church, “Christian 
churches will be relatively sterile.” 
The time has come, he stressed, 
“when the church must appraise 
private religion as a form of con- 
spiracy ag t society.”
